Of Poison 


Late last night it was said that 


William Owens .manager of the Co- 
&hocton Rendering company plant on 
the Mount Vernon road near Boscoe, 
was much impioved following a seri- 
ous illness occasioned Saturday night 
and Sunday from what was said to be 
strychnine placed in an apple given 
to Owens by an unknown stranger 
about 8:30 o'clock Saturday night. 


Dr. J. W. Shaw, who attended the 


man ,made the following statement of 
the affair last night: 


"About 9'30 o'clock Sunday morn- 


ins I was summoned to the Owens 
home, near Roscoe, where I found 
Owens suffering from strychnine poi- 
soning which he claimed to have been 
caused by eating an apple given to 
him by a stranger. He also claimed 
that following his subsequent loss of 
consciousness he had been robbed of 
about $24. 


"The facts of the case were these. 


After eating the apple, Owens became 
violently ill suffering from continu- 
ous convulsions thruout the night and 
was in such a condition that he was 
unable to notify others of his plight. 
About nine o'clock Sunday morning, 
he was able to drag himself to a win- 
dow and by yelling attracted atten- 
tion.
